V. Vishinsky makes his na- 
tion's policy statement tomor- 
row morning. He had planned 
to speak today but delayed be- 
cause of illness. 
Slav Bloc Votes Alone 


Except for two items, the sa- 
nation Slav bloc voted alone against 
majorities running from 29 to 47. 
The 58-nation assembly thus de- 
cided over Russian pretests to put 
the following items on the work 
sheet for full debate in the coming 
weeks: 


1. Argentina's call for consider- 
ation of the membership applicat- 
ions of Italy, Austria, Finland, Ire- 
land, Portugal and 
Trans-Jordan. 
All have been vetoed by Russia in 
the Security Council. The vote on 
this item was 29 to 16 with 10 ab- 
stentions and three countries absent. 
Vote 44 to 6 


2. The Balkan commission re- 
port accusing 
Greece's 
northern 
neighbors (Albania, Yugoslavia and 
Bulgaria) of helping Greek guerril- 
las. The vote was 44 to 6. 


3. The report of the Korean com- 
mission which Russia boycotted.

4. The little assembly proposal to 
restrict the veto.

5. The proposal that the little 
assembly be given a further trial. 
The United tates, which originally 
proposed the new bc»dy last year, 
favors another 
12-month 
experi- 
ment. The vote was 46 to 6. 


6. A little assembly proposal to 
promote international political co- 
operation. The vote was 47 to 6. 


7. Chile's charge that Russia vio- 
lated human rights by refusing to 
permit the Russian-born wife of a 
son of Chile's ambassador to Mos- 
cow to leave the Soviet Union. The 
vote was 30 to 7 with Burma join- 
ing the Slav bloc in opposition. 


In the absence of Vishinsky, Rus- 
sian Delegate Jacob Malik spear- 
headed the unsuccessful Soviet op- 
position.

At least 16 persons were under 
arrest including Luis Rojido, presi- 
dent of the Labor party, and Cvpri- 
ano Reyes, a labor leader and form- 
er congressman who broke with 
Peron two years ago. 


Griffith, expelled from Argentina 
in April on a charge of fomenting a 
bank strike, called the affair "just 
a detective story invented for "ven- 
geful persecution.

ITU Contempt 
Case Ends With 
Decision Pending 


House Spy Probers 
Cancel Open Meets 
At Atomic Hearing 


Washington, Sept. 24—(IP)— The 
House Unamerican Activities com- 
mittee tonight cancelled all plans 
for public hearings on alleged atom- 
is espionage, saying such sessions 
might disclose vital atomic secrets 
to possible enemies. 


However, Chairman 
J. 
Parnell 
Thomas (R-NJ) announced that the 
committee will issue a full report on 
its secret 
investigatiuns 
to date, 
with recommendations to congress. 


Rep. McDowell (R-Pa) a commit- 
tee member, proposed that the re- 
port recommend Indictments against 
three 
Americans— including 
two 
atomic scientists and a "commun- 
ist functionary"—on evidence relat- 
ing to reports that important atomic 
information has been transmitted to 
Russia. 


After a long closed session of the 
committee, Thomas told 
reporters 
the proposed open hearings on atom- 
ic spying had been called off for 
three reasons: 


1. -Most important, we have re- 
ceived information which is of such 
. import to our national security that 
if witnesses testified in public we 
would be revealing some very vital 
secrets which, in the interest of nat- 
ional security, should not be made 
public at this time." 


2. The committee desires to pro- 
tect some of the persons who have 
testified in secret session. Thomas 
said the "lives of some of these peo- 
ple are involved, and to bring them 
out at tliis time might be danger- 
ous to them and to the country." 


3. The committee is "reluctant to 
reveal some of 
the 
confidential 
sources, of our information." 


Indianapolis, Sept. 24—(IP)— The 
contempt case against the AFL In- 
ternational 
Typographical 
Union 
ended today with Federal Judge Lu- 
ther M. Swygert questioning wheth- 
er the government was tardy in fil- 
ing its charges «gainst the union. 


The court took the case under ad- 
visement after closely querying Win- 
throp Johns, associate counsel of 
the National Labor Relations board, 
about NLRB timing in filing the 
suit. 


A decision may not be issued for 
several weeks. 


President Truman 
has 
charged 
that the action against the ITU was 
filed only after Senator Taft (R- 
Ohio) "put the heat on" NLRB at- 
torneys in a Washington conference 
with them and newspaper publish- 
ers' representatives. 


Taft denied the president's con- 
tention, saying Mr. Truman in mak- 
ing it was only trying to 
"curry 
favor with the labor bosses." 


In final argument before Judge 
Swygert today Bernard Van Arkel, 
the ITU's attorney, said "the only 
reason" the NLRB general counsel's 
office brought the case was because 
of Senator Taft's urging. 


The ITU and its 
officers are 
charged in the case with disobey- 
ing Judge Swygert's injunction of 
last March. This barred the union 
from insisting on 
contract terms 
from newspaper publishers designed 
to cause them 
to 
discriminate 
against non-union printers in viola- 
tion of the Taft-Hartley law. 


Twenty-Six Jews 
Escape Tel Aviv 
Prison Camp 


Tel Aviv, Israel, Sept. 24—(¿P)— 
Twenty-six Jews suspected of ter- 
rorism broke from the Tel Aviv area 
prison camp late today. Police cap- 
tured all but one in an hour nan- 
hunt. 


All who escaped belong to the 
fatherland front, an underground 
offshoot of the stern gang, which has 
boasted of killing Count Folke Ber- 
nadotte, U.N. mediator for Palestine. 
The front has threatened to cut 
down all who raise a hand against 
them. An informed person said one 
of the front leaders is the man still 
at large. 


They were arrested in connection 
with the assassination a week ago. 
They broke out of the camp and 150 
police immediately cardoned off the 
region and rounded up the suspects, 
one by one, at gun point. 


A police report said there was no 
gunfire. Country wide security rules 
prevented police disclosure of more 
details. 


A reliable source said, however, 
shots were heard outside the prison 
when the break occurred. This sug- 
gested outside assistance. 


Aboard Truman Campaign Train, 
Sept. 24—(£*)—President Truman de- 
cided today to tangle with Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey over the hot com- 
munism issue. 


As Mr. Truman turned his cam- 
paign tour eastward, an aide said 
his next major speech will be dir- 
ected toward the republican candi- 
date's statements that red influ- 
ences are at work in the adminis 
tration. 


That speech is scheduled for Ok 
lahoma City Tuesday afternoon. 


Today the president made a filial 
stab at California's 25 electoral votes 
and a new Did for Arizona's four. 


Republicans, he said, are trying 
to make voters "believe they are 
for one thing when they're really 
going to do another" 


Mr. Truman crossed paths 
with 
Dewey early this afternoon. 


The republican nominee was head- 
ing for Los Angeles to attack what 
the GOP considers communist in- 
fluences in the government. 


While the president 
was going 
east at Colton, Calif., Dewey was 
going west through San Bernardino 
three miles away. 


Three times Mr. Truman has said 
the communist hearings

Dewey Promises To Oust R u s s Shoots 
Communists If Elected 


Los Angeles, Sept. 24--{^)—Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey promised tonight 
to start a "mighty- world wide coun- 
ter offensive" against communism if 
he is elected president in November. 


The Republican nominee said it 
would be a counter-offencive of trust 
and hope, not of aggressive acts. 


Dewey, in a major campaign ad 
dress prepared for delivery at the 
Hollywood Bowl, 9:30 p.m., CST, 
slugged hard at President Truman's 
"red herring" criticism of the con- 
gressional inquiry into communist 
activities. 


He accused Mr. Truman of jeering 
at the threat of communism. 


And he charged his opponent's 
Democratic administration with giv- 
ing "aid and comfort to the enemies 
of our system" of government. 


Moving into Los Angeles 24 hours 
after the president's bid here last 
night for California's 25 electoral 
votes, Dewey declared:

For Witness At 
Axis Sally Trial 


Washington, Sept. 24 — (IP) 
Mildred Elizabeth Gillars was 
dered today to go on trial Nov. 15 on 
a treason charge growing out of the 
G e r m a n 
propaganda broadcasts 
known to GI's as the "Axis Sally" 
program. 


Her attorney, James J. Laughlin, 
said he wants to call President Tru- 
man as a witness. 


Miss Gillars, born 48 years ago in 
Portland, Me., pleaded innocent to 
the indictment accusing her of giv- 
ing aid and comfort to this country's 
enemies during the war. 


District court Judge Matthew F 
McGuire fixed Nov. 15 as a tentative 
trial date, but Laughlin objected 
that he needs more time to prepare 
Miss Gillars defense. He suggested 
Jan. 21 as an alternate date. 


"We will need President Truman 
as a witness, Laughlin told the judge. 
"You see, he goes out of office the 
day before. 


(Mr. Truman would leave office 
Jan. 20 if he is defeated for re- 
election.) 


Laughlin did not say why he 
wanted to call the President. 


Rock Island, HI., Sept. 24—(IP}—A 
Hungarian student whose passport 
has expired today began a fight to 
avoid return to his homeland. 


He is 20-year-old Peter Grunwald 
of Budapest, a pre-medical student 
at Augustana College. 


Grunwald said he has asked the 
immigration and naturalization ser- 
vice to allow him to remain in the 
United States under terms of the 
displaced persons act of 1938.

French Workers 
Strike In Protest 
To Living Costs 


Paris, Sept. 24—(IP)—A two-hour 
nation-wide general strike of 7,000,- 
000 workers against the cost of living 
passed calmly in France today. 


Carried out in a half-hearted way, 
it proved far less than 100 per cent 
effective. 


The worst 
inconvenience 
was 
caused in Paris by an additional 24- 
hour subway and bus strike. 
The 
capital area's 4,000,000 residents good 
humoredly jammed the streets on 
foot and bicycles and somehow got 
to and from work. 


The United Nations general as- 
sembly in session here 
continued 
functioning 
normally 
throughout 
the demonstration. 


Some government employes quit 
work, but essential services such as 
gas, electricity and automatic tele 
phones kept functioning. 


Most department stores and cafes 
in Paris did not close during the 
hour of the strike, 4 to 6 p. m. Many 
industrial plants closed down tem- 
porarily and at many offices the 
workers loitered near their desks 
for the strike period. 


"Some people jeer at this prob- 
lem (of communism)—calling it a

Springfield, HI., Sept. 24 — (IP) — 
The Federal Power commission to- 
day filed suit to enjoin Illinois Pow- 
er company from restoring a 50 per 
cent cutback in natural gas deliver- 
ies to 15 industrial users. 


U.S. District Judge Charles G. 
Briggle set hearing next Thursday 
on whether to issue a temporary re- 
straining order. 


The Federal commission contend- 
ed in its petition that Illinois Power 
properly put the curb into eifect last 
Monday, but improperly removed it 
two days later at the Illinois Com- 
merce commission's direction. 


The cutback was ordered by the 
Panhandle Eastern Pipe Line com- 
pany which supplies five Illinois 
distributing utilities, including Illi- 
nois Power, as well as utilities in 
Michgan, Oho, Indiana and other 
states. 


The petition said "irreparable in- 
jury" to Michigan and Ohio gas 
users would result unless restrictions 
on the Illinois industries—in Deca- 
tur, Danville and Champaign—were 
reimposed. 


Third Party Sues 
Illinois To Gain 
Place On Ballot 


Chicago, Sept. 24—(IP)—The Pro- 
gressive party today sued in federal 
court to place its candidates on offi- 
cial Illinois ballots for the Nov. 2 
election. 


The suit was filed by Curtis D. 
MacDougall, Progresive candidate 
for U. S. senator and Northwestern 
University professor, and 37 other 
candidates. The defendants are Gov. 
Dwight H. Green and 143 county, 
city, and state officials. 


The Progressives say the party 
obtained more than 75,000 petition 
signatures to have its candidates 
placed on the ballots in Illinois. 


On Aug. 31, the state officers elec- 
toral board refused to place the par- 
ty's candidates on the ballot on the 
ground that the nominating peti- 
tions had not been signed by at least 
200 registered voters for each of 50 
counties. 


The suit seeks a declaratory judg- 
ment making the section of the vot- 
ing code which requires signed peti- 
tions unconstitutional. An alterna- 
tive bill seeks a declaratory judg- 
ment qualifying the recent primarv 
voters as bona fide Progressive peti- 
tioners. 


The Soviet shooting failed to deter 
the supplying of Berlin by air, but 
incited British-American authorities 
to a new protest. 


The complaint was their second in 
two days against Soviet antics in the 
corridor. 
A Yak fighter played 
dangerously close to an airline with 
30 passengers in the corridor yester- 
day—a wing-to-wing performance 
that appeared to have no purpose. 
Airforce Officers Indignant 


Airforce officers were especially 
indignant about the anti-aircraft 
fire. One officer said the stuff was 
being thrown "dangerously hig"— 
up to 10,000 feet "which Is as high 
as we fly." In the second place, he 
said, the notification from the Rus- 
sians of their intention to hold tar- 
get practice came "an hour and a 
half late" and was a little less than 
polite. 


Despite this, airlift planes lugged 
another 3,613 tons of food and coal 
to Berlin in 444 flights. 
Newspaper War 


Almost as explosive as the air In- 
cidents was the outbreak of a 
"newspaper war" in which the Am- 
ericans ordered all Soviet-sponsored 
newspapers and publications banned 
from the United States zone of 
Germany. The ban did not apply to 
the American sector of Berlin. 


The Russians already had effec- 
tively banned all western publica- 
tions from their zone and Berlin 
sector by setting up a tight eom- 
munist-controlled distribution mon- 
opoly to handle all printed matter.

Work, Income Boom Will Last Until 1949 


A pound of honey represents -the 
life work of 1,000 bees. 


Washington, Sept. 24— (IP)—Fed- 
eral economists predicted today that 
the present boom in 
employment 
and personal income will continue 
through 1949. 


This prediction came from the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics, 
while two other government reports 
said that: 


1. The income of farmers, meas- 
ured in terms of purchasing power, 
is expected to average more than 
twice as high this year as it was in 
the pre-war years 1935-39. 


2. The cost of living index rose 
another notch in August. 
May Decline Somewhat 


The Bureau of Agricultural Econ- 
omics, in its first forecast for the 
year ahead, said there may be a 
slight downward trend *in income® 
late next year. But it predicted that 
1949 incomes as a whole will about 
equal this year's record. 


The Bureau commented: 
"Demand for farm products in the 
United States in 194$ will continue 
near the record levels'of 1948, prim- 
arily because of large' personal in- 


comes. 
Farmers To Double Buying 


The Federal Reserve board, in a 
separate report on the farm situ- 
ation, said farmers this year will 
have more than double the buying 
power they had before the war 
even allowing for increases in the 
cost of living and of farm product 
ion. 


In dollars,-total cash farm income 
will be about four times the prewar 
figu*, the board said'. 


But the report said that although 
farm income has soared in compar- 
ison with other types, not all farm- 
ars have hit it rich. 


"Incomes received by many farm- 
ers who operate small acreages have 
been small," the report said, "and it 
appears that sizeable numbers of 
these farmers have been taking in- 
dustrial jobs." 


It estimated the number of per- 
sons on farms at the end of 1947 
was 27,400,000, or 10 per cent less 
than before World War II. 


"Non-farm population, meanwhile, 
has increased nearly 
20 per cent 


since 1937, to 118,000,000 at the end 
of 1947," the board noted. 
Cost Of Living Jumps 


On the dark side of the economic 
situation, the Bureau of Labor sta- 
tistics reported the 
cost-of-living 
index jumped another notch in Aug- 
ust. 
This index measures 
retail 
prices of goods and services usually 
bought by families of moderate in- 
comes in large cities. 


On Aug. 15, the index hit 174.5 per 
cent of the 1935-39 average—up 0.5 
per cent from the July 15 mark. 


At the same time, the bureau said 
the wages of factory workers reach- 
ed a new high of $53.86 a week. 


The bureau notes a small drop in 
retail food prices, down 0.1 per cent 
to 216.6 per cent of the 1935-39 aver- 
age or 10.2 percent higher than a 
year ago and 48.8 per cent above 
the June 1946 level. 


But while food prices inched lower, 
the wholesale index which determ- 
ines what food prices will be later 
rang up another all-time high.

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SAFETY ON THE RAILROADS 


As everyone knows, the railroads have long had an 
enviable record as one of the safest forms of transporta- 
tion ever devised. And just how fine that record has be- 
come is detailed in a report made by the Interstate Com- 
merce 
Commission and the Association 
of 
American 
Railroads. 


Last year fewer people lost their lives in railroad 
accidents than in any of the 49 prior years covered by 
Commission statistics. The number of fatalities was 42 
percent under 1937, 58 percent under 1917, and 64 per- 
cent less than in 1907. And this progress was made, as 
The New York Times points out, in the face of the fact 
that the volume of service performed is much 
greater 
than in the past. 


The Times goes on to give a graphic picture of just 
how safe the railroads are. Last year their passenger 
service was equivalent to moving every man, woman and 
child in the country 319 miles—yet there were only 66 
fatalities. As The Times puts it, "An individual traveling 
by rail at 50 miles an hour, 24 hours a day, would require 
almost 1,600,000 years before he could expect to be 
killed." It would be a timid soul indeed who'd worry when 
the odds are so enormously in his favor! 


The railroads' achievement in the field of safety, like 
their achievements in every other field of operation, didn't 
happen by chance. It came about through constant im- 
provement of„equipment—through the most careful train- 
ing of personnel—and by hard work and watchfulness 
day in and day out over the years.

JOBS LACKING FOR SINGAPORE 


Singapore—(/P)—This key British 
colony in the Far East will, within 
a generation, face a grave problem 
of mass unemployment, says Singa- 
pore Commissioner for Labor R. P 
Bingham. The coming unemploy- 
ment, he says, will be due to a 
rapidly expanding population and 
restricted "avenues of employment," 
Even today," Bingham 
adds, 
"there are more people of employ- 
able age in Singapore than there are 
jobs." In Singapore now there are 
30,000 more births than deaths each 
year. This results, says Bingham, 
in about 1,000 persons each month 
reaching the age to work. But op- 
portunities for employment, he says, 
so far are limited by a lack of large 
industries in the colony.

State Supreme Court 
Finds Morgan School 
District Unit Valid 


Springfield, 111., Sept. 24.—(AP)—The Illinois su- 
preme court today upheld validity of the 1947 community 
unit school district law. 


The ruling removed a legal cloud over 133 community 
unit districts organized under the 1947 act. These districts 
have more than 100,000 pupils and their area covers more 
than a fourth of the state. 


Vernon L. Nickell, state school superintendent, com- 
mented that he was "happy" about the decision. He said 
the law represents a "forward step" in promoting school 
administrative efficiency. 


Under the law, a community can group a number of 
districts into a single unit. It breaks away from township 
and county lines in formation of districts

William L. Fay of Morgan county. 
He attacked the law as a tool for 
"land grabbing" and challenged 
validity of the Waverly community 
12-grade district approved by voters 
in August, 1947. The circuit' court 
upheld the act. 


One of the main objections was 
that in formation of the unit dis- 
tricts, existing districts could be left 
with such a small fraction of their 
territory that it would be financially 
impossible to maintain schools 


The objectors argued that this was 
in violation of a State constitutional 
section that the legislature must 
provide a "thorough and efficient 
system of free schools." 


Crampton Writes Opinion 
Justice Albert M. Crampton of 
Moline, who wrote the high court's 
opinion, said: 


"This court has always been con- 
sistent in holding that the question 
of the efficiency and thoroughness 
of the school system . . . is one sole- 
ly for the legislature to answer and 
that the courts lack power to in- 
trude." 


"The mere fact of a school dis- 
trict being fractioned when a com- 
munity unit school district is or- 
ganized does not ipso facto estab- 
lish that the school system, within 
the emasculated district, lacks effi- 
ciency and thoroughness " 


Another major contention con- 
cerned a provision of the law that 
only voters residing in the proposed 
new district could take part in an 
election called to create it. 


Justice Crampton found that the 
constitution "does no. guarantee 
that every person with a patent in- 
terest in the outcome of a school 
election has, because of that inter- 
est, a right to vote therein. 


Both types of consolidations which 
have developed in the Mcrgan coun- 
ty school system thus have been 
validated by court action. The South 
Jacksonville grade school commun- 
ity consolidation was upheld by the 
supreme court a number of months 
ago. 


Superintendent Pleased 


John Deem, Morgan county sup- 
erintendent of schools, expressed 
satisfaction with the supreme court 
ruling, as the future of the county 
educational system hinges largely 
on consolidations which have been 
effected within the past few years. 


"Morgan

The Waverly District 
Here is how the law worked at 
Waverly: 


More than 100 persons drew up a 
map of the proposed new district. 
It took in all of some old districts 
and carved up others. A total of 25 
Sangamon 
and Morgan county 
school districts were affected. 


As required by the law. the map 
included an area with at least 2,000 
residents and $6,000,000 in assessed 
property valuation. The Sangamon 
county school superintendent called 
an election, after being petitioned 
to do so, and voters approved the 
new district. 


The supreme court also answered 
the question of what happens to 
the bonded Indebtedness of dissolv- 
ed districts included in the com- 
munity district. It held that as in 
the case oi municipal corporation, 
the contracts and indebtedness are 
assumed by the new district. 


On the subject of teachers* tenure, 
the Opinion said teachers in a dis- 
trict wholly absorbed into a com- 
munity unit "will find their con- 
tractual rights unimpaired, for the 
new district stands in place of the 
old one." 


"Where a district is fractioned 
and a school building is lost to the 
community unit school district, the 
teachers therein still maintain their 
contractual relationship with the 
fractioned district." 


The teachers' contracts would be 
subject to adjustment oetween the 
old and new districts only in event 
the board of directors of the old 
district did not,choose to end the 
employment of a particular teacher, 
the opinion added.

The test case upon which the Illi- 
nois supreme court ruled Friday was 
instituted in Morgan county cir- 
cuit court several months ago by- 
State's Attorney W. L. Fay, who filed 
quo warranto proceedings of the 
People of Illinois vs. Deatherage et.

Consolidation Ruling 


Pres. Holmes Of 
Wesleyan Will

Dr. Merrill J. Holmes of Blooming- 


ton, president of Illinois Wesleyan

He spent a year as a student in the 
American School of Classical Studies 
at Rome, after which he graduated 
from Garrett Biblical Institute at 
Evanston with the degree of S.TJ. 
That institution later granted him 
the degree of D. D. He also holds the 
degree of S. T. M. from Harvard. 


After serving as pastor of several 
churches Dr. Holmes was an in- 
structor at Garrett Institute, later 
becoming dean of the college and 
professor of religion at Dakota Wes- 
leyan University. For two years he 
served a« secretary of institutes in 
the department of Epworth league 
of the board 
of education. 
Dr. 
Holmes was a chaplain with the 
165th U. S. Infantry in the first 
World war. 


The green light which the Illinois 
supreme court gave to the consoli- 
dated school law Friday was greet- 
ed with enthusiasm by the Morgan 
county advocates of a single county 
unit. Most of the residents of Mor- 
gan, plus those Cass and Scott coun 
ty residents living in the Arenzville 
Concord-Chapin district, will vote 
on a single county unit district pro- 
posal on Oct. 9. 


The important decision settled the 
uncertainty surrounding the bonded 
indebtedness of the various separate 
districts and assured the teachers of 
their tenure rights. These two ques 
tions have been often the cause of 
luke-warm support or opposition to 
all consolidation proposals. 
Ends Many Doubts 


Until yesterday's decision many 
individuals 
w h o 
favored 
larger 
school districts because of 
their 
greater efficiency declined to sup- 
port consolidation because of the 
distinct fear that the old district 
might be liable for debts existing at 
the time of the merger, as well as 
those incurred by the new district. 


The supreme court ruled that all 
contracts and indebtedness of the 
old districts are assumed by the new 
district. 


The question of tenure rights were 
also solved. Before yesterday's rul- 
ings, it was assumed generally that 
each teacher would lose his or her 
tenure standing upon the organiza- 
tion of the new district. The court 
stated that teachers in a district 
wholly absorbed into a community 
unit "will find their 
contractual 
rights unimpaired, for the new dis- 
trict stands in place of the old one." 
Decision Welcomed 


The Morgan county school survey, 
in its final report now available to 
the residents of this area, stated 
that teachers might expect to lose 
their tenure rights if the county 
unit was approved. But, the mem- 
bers pointed out, there is such a 
scarcity of teachers that temporary 
loss of tenure rights would be of 
minor importance. 


Mrs. Joe Patterson Smith of the 
survey committee said Friday eve- 
ning that "the decision is a distinct 
relief. It has settled many of our 
problems and worries."
